Church Membership in the 
United States Shows Large 
Increase in Ten Years 

During the ten-year period ending 
De c e mb er SI, 191t, the total dmrch 

membership in the United States in- 
creased from 35,068,058 to 42,044,374. 
or 19.9 per cent; the number of 
churches from 212.230 to 228,007, or 
T.4 per cent; the nnmber of mlnlst ei e 
from 164,830 to 191.722. or 16.3 per 
cent; the number of Sunday school 
scholars from 15,337,811 to 20,569,831, 
or 7.8 per cent, and the nomber of 
Sunday school loacstB and teachers 
from 1.74ttjm to S/MBM or 17.4 per 
cent. 

These data, developed by the censns 
boreau's recent Inqoiry relating to° re- 
ligions bodies, are eontelned In a state- 
ment compiled under the supervision 
of William C. Hunt, chief statistician 
for population. 

The number of denominationa cov- 
ered was 201, an taerease of IS over 
the number reported for 1906. This In- 
crease is the net result of the consoli- 
dation or dropping out of 16 small de- 
nomioatiotts and the addition of 29 
small deuHBlnatiOBS, comprising some 
in existence In 1906, but not then 
brought to light, and others resulting 
from consoHdatlen of fameriy inde- 
pendent chorcbea. 

Of the 42,044,374 cimrch members re- 
ported, 15,742,202, or 37.4 per cent, 
were Roman Catholics; 250,340, or six- 
tenths of 1 per cent, were adherents of 
the eastern orthodox churches (mainly 
Greek and Rnsslan), 359,998, or nine- 
tenths of 1 per cent, were IMaiaeM of 
Jewish congregations. 

The remainder, 25.691,774, w 61.1 
per cent, oomivlsed the membership 
of the varions Protestant churches, to- 
gether with that of a few bodies, such 
as the Latter Day Salnta, the Spirit- 
ualists and otheia net aanallj eo— Id- 
ered as heiemhig to any of the ^enps 
named. 

In comparing the figures given It 
should be borne in mind that the Ro- 
man CattraHe and aaatera etttodox 
churches Include la thatar aseaBbership 

all children who have been baptized, 
whereas tli-^ Protestant churches do 
not, as a rule, receive young children 
as memben, and that In the case of 

some of the more orthodox Jewish or- 
ganizations only the male Incorpora- 
tors or those who have bought shares 
or memberships are treated as mem- 
bers. 

The foregoing percentages, there- 
fore, overstate the relative strength of 
the Roman Catholic an<l eastern or- 
thodox churches and understate that 
of the Jews.

Where ice is not obtainable an ictless refrigerator, hnmoinade, will be a 
useful food keeper and food saver. Maintaining a low temperature tbrougl^ 
the eTapormtloa of water from its canvu covtr, aceordinff to tiie United 
8tete « dcputment of acrtoritare, the IcdeM refrigerator will keep meat?, 
trxdtM and Tefcteblea cool and will extend tiie period for keeping milk and 
butter. It eaa tiaa o«rm aa a'aoiNrlw <kfaklac watee. Thto toOwvayto 
make it: 

A weului fkaoM la BHrte with dimensions 42 by 16 by 14 IndMa and 

covererl with srreen wire, preferably the rustless type, which rosts little more 
than the ordinarj- kind.

It 
eoota very Bttle to band the refri g er a t o r and nothiag to operate It. The 
operation is its simple as the construction. The ippcr pan should be kept 
filled with water. The water is drawn by capillary attraction through the 
wicks and siitunites the cover. As evaporation takes place, heat Is taken 
from the inside of the refrlfierator, therdiy loworinf the temperatnre of the 
taalfc and the content*. Capillary action starts more readily If the cover Is 
first dampened by dipping it in water or throwing water upon It. The greater 
tbe rate of evaporation the lower the temperature which can be assured; 
thsrefort die refrigerator wocfca best when rapid evaporation takea place. 

When tiie refrigerator Is placed in a shady place in a strong breeze and 
the air Is warm and dry, evaporation takes place continuously and rapidly 
and the temperaturi' inside the refrigerator is reduced. Under ideal condi- 
tiom the temperature has been known to be reduced to 50 degrees Fahr. When 
It la damp and the idr la foil of molstare^ the ref rig er a tor wm not work as 
well, since there is not enough evaporation. More water will find Its way to 
the lower pan, but it will be drawn up into the covering by capillary attrac- 
tion when the air again becomes drier. 

Xbe refrigerator should be regularly cleaned and sunned. If the frame- 
work, ahcivea and papa are wUte enameled tbtj can be moaa aaaOy kept in 
a Eanltary condition. It is well to have two covers, so that a fkaril one caa ha 
used each week and the soiled one washed and sunned.

I Traumatic Shock, Harvard 
Medical Expert Finds Far 
Most Deadly in Trenches 

Moi rarely die of shell shock but 
they have been dying at the rate of 

20,000 a year In the English and 
French armies alone as a result of a 
far more deadly form of shock — trau- 
matic shock, says the Atlantic 
Monthly. In ta^ ttia latter Is nas- 
ally fatal when skilled assistance is 
not at hand. Dr. William T. Porter 
of the Harvard medical school has 
been sent Into the front line trenches 
la Raaca to study tfela ateange enemy 
In action. Traumatic shock, he found, 
usually follows a serious fracture of 
a major bone like the hip bone or 
multiple wounds through the sub-cu- 
taneooa fat layer. 

By experimenting with injecting 
olive oil into the veins of a cat Dr. 
Porter developed symptoms identical 
with those appearing in cases of 
tnramatic shock, confirming his belief 
Uiat fatty globules are released into 
the veins by certain wounds and these 
gradually clog up the hairlike capil- 
laries (tf the brain until drcnlation 
ceaaea. Then began an Interesting ae- 
ries of experiments in the front line 
trenches in which Dr. Porter tried the 
experiment of giving carbon dioxide 
to freshly wounded men to prevent 
sboA The pirilvs were dell^rted 
with his tests and crowded around 
eagerly to watch the operation. 

All of these details, together with 
many keen and humorous reactions 
of a trained obaerver In the war aone, 
are set down in Dr. Porter's recently 
published little book, "Shock at the 
Front." In fact, one well known 
critic insists that tbe book, far from 
being a mere medical treatlae. is 
rather "a glimpse of the war done in 
sharp stroke by a physician who has 
as pretty a technic With the pen at 
with the scalpeL"

How many people know just what 
it costs them to live? Such informa- 
tion Is extremely valuable, especially 
if the makeup of the coat is known, 
bofli aa to money coat and the ottier 
factors. To the farmer such data 
should prove valuable, indeed, espe- 
cially la determining what part eC hk 
Uvtayr eomea from the fana. 

If tte accoanta have been complete 
ly kept, the household expenses are 
easily assembled from the cash rec- 
ord, Inventory and record of supplies 
used. Nothing in the reahn of figures 
la more Hkdy to aatouUi tha average 
farm family than a summary of the 
household costs. The farm furnishes 
the family a house to live In, milk, 
batter, cream, eggs, jfO'^ fowls, fuel, 
vegatablea and fmlt, and often a great 
many other things. Yet the farmer 
often does not think of all these un- 
less they are set before him. If he 
breaks even on the year he la likely 
to think fliere la no pmflt In fbe haal* 
ness when. In fact, he may have been 
living much better than the avetage 
city business man of like adaCBttan, 
attalnmento and capitaL

"Aspergillosis" is the name of a 
! disease that is fatal to chickens, and 
I la the result of feeding moldy grain, 
writes Frank L. Pratt, extension poul- 
try husbandman. United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

It is especially important that the 
fUBiers and poultry keepers should 
protect their diickens by giving them 
as sound and sweet com as possible. 

There is practically no cure for this 
disease. As the disease develops there 
is a fever, diarrhea, drooping wings, 
great depression, suffocation and 
death. The symptoms are similar to 
those of tuberculosis, and asiu-rglllosis 
and tuberculosis are both cases of 



Signs Forbidding Peasants 
From Taking Potatoes, Ran 
To Induce Eating of Tubers 

Although potatoes were early intro- 
duced into Shirope by the Spaalarda, 
the/ did not come in quantity for many 
years. The English found them In Vir- 
ginia, but It is believed that the Span- 
iards brought them to that coloaj from 
farther south. 

The first attempt to Introduce them 
into France was due to a well-known 
scientific authority named Parmentier. 
This was in the seventeoith century, 
saya Pepalar Sdcnee MOatUy. He toh 
ported some of the plants, set them out 
in a field near Paris, and by means of 
learned pamphlets and talk with the 
peo^jB tried to have the new vegetable 
braagiit into culllf aUoa and the Bm> 
ket. 

But it was all in vain. Potatoes did 
not prove attractive, and when the 
planted ones matured it seemed thkt 
they weifld rot in tiie 'ground on ac- 
count of the prejudice against them. 

Then some wise man who knew hu- 
man nature — a student of psychology, 
with practical idea*— suggested that 
peasants could not be made to try 
potatoes by persuasion, but might be 
led to adopt them if they were forbid- 
den to eat them. 

His idea was adi(q;»ted. Many signs 
were painted and a«eted In irialn sight, 
forbidding under severe penalties any- 
one from taking any potatoes from 
the fidd.

Automatic Soldier Made 
Of Steel Shoots 400 Shots 
In Any Desired Direction 

"An automatic soldier" is one of tte 
latest developments in weapons of war. 

A Diinish enginoor has recently taken 
out a patent for an apparatus to which 
he haa given this name. It eooslsta <rf 
a sted cylinder normally within a larg 
er cylinder, tte whole being sunk into 
the ground vertically. By means of a 
mechanism operated by wireless, tt€ 
innor cylinder risea to a height of 18 
Inches from the ground and simultane- 
ously an automatic rifle mounted on the 
inner cylinders flraa 400 shots te any 
given direction. 

The "aulonatie aoMleta^ can be cob- 
trolled from a central position some 
four or five miles behind the line of 
defense, according to the inventor. 
They may be seen by tte enemy only 
when ttcy rise ftuin tte ground. 

From trials already made It has been 
shown, so it is reported, that a few hun- 
dreds of ttese steel soldiers can easily 
defend a poaltloa against infantry at- 
tacks, however numerous tlie opposluf 
force may be. They blaze away their 
400 shots without flinching, and nevei 
retreat. In order to overcome the "au- 
tomatica" they must be deatroyed oaa 
by one.

Bulletin MS), a pobUeaUoa «C the 
United States department of agrlctil- 
ture, contains all the general direc- 
tions needed to make a start. It tells 
how to omoome the objections to 
keeping podittr In thr city, what kinds 
of fowls to keep, the size of the flock 
computed according to the size of the 
back yard, gives definite instructions 
as to the best kinds of chicken houses 
to band, wltti blU of materials for 
same, directions as to feeding the 
fowls, hatching and raising chicks, pre- 
vention of diseases and many other 
matters essential to the success of the 
undMtaklng. Another helpful bnUetIn 
of a general character is Hints to Pool- 
try Raisers (Farmers' Bulletin 528). 
This gives a great deal of useful and 
authoritative information within a 
very small compass.

47,500,000 Acres of Wheat 
Should Be Sown This Fall 
' For 1919 Liberty Harvest 

A great liberty wheat harvest in 
1919 is asked of American fanners in 
a national growing program issued by 
Secretary Hooston after fall consld- 
etatlaa «( Iks iTiaashig aasfls fsr 
this essential foafl at ftsaM aad la Ito 
allied nations. 

Not less than 45,000,000 acres of win- 
ter wheat Is called for in thto faU's 
sowing and Secretary Hoastba sug- 
gests that approximately 47,500,000 
acres could be sown if conditions are 
eq>ecialiy favorable. The larger acre- 
age^ It was pointed oat, wooid better 
meet tte s al l aMi m aiada U mm •I' 
lied niiMwa aflfl the poi^aiatloD at 
home. 

From the minimum acreage 'called 
for. which Is oaly aboot tha average 
of tiie five years 19IS-17, It Is estimated

000 bashds shooid be harvested. These
